Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in reply to Applicant's Response dated December 13, 2010. 

2. Claim 16 has been cancelled. 

3. Claims 1-4, 7-10 and 12-15 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Independent Claims 1-4, and 7-10 recite"... distance d between the observation 
target and the reflection plane satisfies the following formula, 

d> F/(4tan (sm 1 NA))... (2) 

(where in the formula, d represents the distance between the observation target and the 
reflection plane, F represents a visual field diameter of the optical system, and NA 
represents a numerical aperture of the optical system)..." which are features that are not 
anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. All the remaining pending claims are 
dependent of claim 7, therefore all the pending claims are allowable.
